Thies morning S.r. Gilpatric de-briefed me on the results of 
Mas meeting atthe White House on Cuban trade and asked that £ 
pass τῆς following along to ISA. The subject of the meeting was 
a draft memorandum fur the President submitted by the Depart:nent 
of State on policy toward nen-Bloc ships in Cuban trade. The 
consensus of the group was that the actions recommended in Ael 
thru Aed plus Alternative LV of A-5 should be Submitted to the 
President. Second, rhe ming on the recommendation including 
publication of the statement and actions should be considered in 
reference τὸ cur telks with our ΝΑΊΟ allies on Cuban trade asd 
with the OAS Foreign Ministers. Also to be considered is the Hall 
appointment to the Kitchen Committee. Third, we should recognize 
that none of these or any other actions not adopted have any real 
substantive eifect on cutting down Soviet Bloc trade with Cubs. 
Denial of bunxerage at U.S. ports or other Sanctions will not stop 
the Sescets froin uoing therr own vessels in Cuban trade. All the 
Soviets have to dois to shiit the Cuban trade to their own botto::s 
and use Free World chartered ships in non-Cubun trade. The 
efiects of any action will se Drimarily psychological and polit:csi.

Have IZA lock into the possibilities of negotiating with the 
British a US/UK agreement which would deny facilities to ships 
in the Cuban trade if they are Carrying strategic materials for 
Cuba. However, even here Mr. Gilpatric does not believe that 
such action would have much effect. 


With respect to recommended action in A-2, Mr. Gilpatric 
wants looked :nto the possibilities of retaliatory actions that would 
hurt us in shipping U.S. or other arms to South Vietnam or other 
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counteles. Inthe case of US, aria, he foels that probably s.0nt 
oi this is shipped by Naval or MSTS vessels; however, shipsnent of 
MAP equipment might be affected. Uf we close our poss to Ships 
of ἃ country engaged in trade with Cuba, what effert would their 


denial of ports to U.S, be, particularly with Fespeci to carrying 
arms? 


Air transpcrtation was Specifically excluded from the discussion 
this morning. The U.S. wants to encourage air cargo, particularly 
out of Cuba and we recognize that little heavy equipment or other 
supplies will be moved in by air, 


Departments of Treasury snd Comrrerce would be charged 
with enforcing these actions. Two enforcement methods were noted: 
(ἃ) Certification to agencies and (b) Government black list.
